GWU TO ESTABLISH REGIONAL REHABILITATION 
RESEARCH INSTITUTE 

WASHINGTON, D.C.— The George Washington University, supported 
by a $90,000 grant from the Rehabilitation Services Administration 
of the U.S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare, is estab¬ 
lishing a Regional Rehabilitation Research Institute (RRRI) to 
focus on attitudinal, legal, and recreational barriers to the 
disabled. 

Nation-wide efforts have been underway for several years aimed 
at eliminating architectural barriers to the disabled, but attitu¬ 
dinal, legal, and recreational barriers, wlUoh also liftit a disabled 
person’s ability to live satisfactorily, are just coming under 
attack. 

The Regional Rehabilitation Research Institute, one of five 
such Institutes across the country, has been funded for the first 
year of a proposed five-year project. According to Dr. Charles 
Reeder, director of the RRRI and an assistant research professor 
in GW's School of Education, the Institute "represents one of the 
first efforts to attack the less visible barriers that inhibit the 
disabled." 

"We plan to study these barriers in depth," says Dr. Reeder, 
"and then develop methods aimed at ensuring equal access to the 
normal activities of life for the disabled."

GWU RESEARCH TEAM TO EXAMINE LEGAL IMPLICATIONS 
OF WIND ENERGY CONVERSION 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — A team of investigators from the Program 
of Policy Studies in Science and Technology (PPS) at The George 
Washington University is examining the legal and institutional 
implications of wind energy conversion, a pollution-free, non¬ 
expendable power source that is receiving increasing attention 
around the United States. The PPS project is funded by a 15- 
month, $152,000 grant from the Office of Advanced Productivity 
Research and Technology of the National Science Foundation. 

PPS Director Louis H. Mayo is principal investigator for the 
project. He notes that while substantial capital allocation is 
necessary to develop wind energy as a power source, potential 
investors will be reluctant to contribute if the legal implications 
of wind energy conversion remain uncertain. "This project will 
seek to clarify the situation," he says, "by attempting to identi¬ 
fy such legal and institutional problem areas as federal,,state, 
and local regulatory considerations, financial support and manage¬ 
ment of wind energy systems, utility laws, the rights and liabi¬ 
lities of wind energy operators and manufacturers, and land use
